3. THE TRIAL OF WILLIAM KAMPILES IS SCHEDULED TO BEGIN ON 
6 NOVEMBER IN HAMMOND, INDIANA. IT IS STILL UNKOWN HOW THE PROBLEM 
OF PRESENTING CLASSIFIED EVIDENCE WILL BE HANDLED. ACCORDING TO THE 
CHICAGO SUN TIMES THE KNOWLEDGE THE SOVIETS GAINED FROM THE MANUAL 
THEY ALLEGEDLY OBTAINED FROM KAMPILES WILL NOT ALLOW THEM TO HIDE 
VIOLATIONS OF SALT AGREEMENTS. PRESIDENT CARTER, HOWEVER, HAS 
ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THE SOVIET ACQUISITION OF THE KH-11 MANUAL IS 
"POTENTIALLY DAMAGING." AS A RESULT OF THE KAMPILES AFFAIR, THE 
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defense department has increased research in aerial surveillance. 

4. IN AN APPARENT EFFORT TO COUNTERACT CHINA'S DRIVE TO 
ESTABLISH BROAD’ TIES WITH THE WEST , SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER ANDREI 
GROMYKO THIS WEEK PUT AN END TO THE LONG PERIOD OF COOL RELATIONS
